\ THE GENERAL ASPECT. 



The most - recent telegraphic dis- 
! patches wo have laid before our read- 
- era from England and Europe are 
Vfraught with much that is calculated 
■ to ..create a feeling of intense unrest 
and anxiety. We have ahvay.s held 
the opinion, since the rupture between 
Turkey and Russia, that, at no remote 
period, the latter power and England 
■ wouldt ' engage in a bitter conflict. 
\ "We ■- ' now incline to that opin- 
ion more than ever. Tiie debates 
in the Houses of Lords and 
Commons on Beaconsfield's foreign 
policy have been long and exciting; 
bub on division the Government have 
,beeu sustained, by. a good majority. 
The utterances of Sm Stafford North- 
cote with reference to tiie movements 
of Russia in Afghanistan, far from 
having any uncertain ring, plainly tell 
the Muscovites that England will not 
for a moment tolerate their interfer- 
ence. His language was probably em- 
bittered by a belief — doubtless a well 
grounded one or he would not have 
given expression to it — that the Govern- 
ment had been deceived by the assertion 
that the Paissian Envoy had IcftCabul. 
Sir Stafford's speech created great 
excitement in London, and, as our e.K- 
clusive dispatches have already stated, 
was received by the public as equival- 
ent to a declaration of war against 
Russia. In the House of Commons 
Cairns took precisely tjie .same view of 
the matter as did Sir Stafford, and 
Beaconsfield followed with a vigorous 
attack on the opposition for what he 
termed their "miserable criticisms" of 
the Government's policy eight months 
ago, when war was more than ])rob- 
able between England and .l\us- 
sia. Ho denied that England was 
waging .war against the Ameer 
Idr.the mere sake of rectifying the 
^firojitier.s, but pointed out that rectifica- 
:ti6n would be the inevitable conse- 
quence of victory of the British arms. 
In tho Commons the ]\I:\rquis of Har- 
TiNQTON contended that permanent oc- 
cupation ,o£ Afghanistan against the 
wishes of the natives ought to bo dis 
countenanced, as it would facilitaio 
Russian intrigue but, whilst submitting 
that the Viceroy .should bo recalled, 
said there should be no diOcrence be- 
tween political parties on tiie .subject of 
support to the Britisli troo|is engaged 
in tho war. Nortucote replied^ that 
the contention for the recall of Lord 
Lytton at the present crhiis was de 
spicable as it was calculated to weaken 
the Viceroy's autiiority, and after he 
had brielly alluded to the loyalt}- 
prevalent throughout India,' the House 
divided and the motion censuring the 
Government for its foreign policy was 
rejected by a vote of 328 to 227. It 
would seem, however, that several Con- 
servatives deserted their leader — no- 
tably amongst them being General 
Sir Ale.xander Gordon and Mr. 
Newdeoate — as the Government had 
.^confidently anticipated a majority of 
120. In r the House of Lords last 
fjWeek Granbrook, Secretary of State 
tfor.'iiidia, contended that the expenses 
of the war should be defrayed out of 
the Indian revenues, there being a large 
surplus, and that England muet be 
^paramount in Afghanistan. This, in 
brief, is the substance of the debate 
in both Houses, and from it it may be 
gathered that the attitude of England 
is bold, if not absolutely defiant. On 
Russia's next move, therefore, much 
depends. We cannot entertain tho 
idea that England will recede t'roin the 
position she has assumed unless com- 
pelled to do so nor do webelivethatRu.ssia 
will willingly yield to Beaconsfield's 
dictates. But it is plain that one of 
these two great powers must stultify 
itself or war will inevitably ensue. 
The crisis is one of supremo gravity 
and it is a matter for no wonderment 
that there is "great excitement at 
London." Thus far the British forces 
seem to have had but little difficulty in 
driving the Afghans before them and 
from all accounts it appears that the 
Ajieer has already cried "Enougli!" 
and sent a dignitary to beg for peace 
on any terms. A general uiuising 
against him is reported and the British 
representative has been entreated to ad- 
vance to Cabul. It is also stated that the 
Ameer disgusted with tho fall of Ali 
Musjid has put its late commandant to 
death by blowing him from the mouth 
of a cannon. The inlmbitifiits of Jella- 
labad have tendered their submission 
to the British authorites and in fact 
"■the news generally creates the impres- 
sion that further strenuous resistance 
on tho part of the Afghans is im- 
probable unless Ru.ssia as.iist them. 

But England, Russia and Afghanis- 
tan are not tho only countries at t!ie 
present moment passing through the 
fiery ordeal of war. The Turks have 
had a serious insurrection in Maccdon- 
f iiafto, deal with and apparently have 
■'■ successfully quelled it, as 20,000 Bul- 
garians have fled from the scene of the 
uprising to their own province. In 
Constantinople the houses of the late 
Ministers and those of tho Sultan's 
brother and cousin have been shadowed 
and searched. The Sultan is in a state 
of great alarm conceiming t)ie myster- 
ious visits, and the streets of the citv 
are patrolled. Nor is .this all. Italy 
is undergoing a political revulsion, the 
...Ministry have placed their rcsigmdion 
^iiiuthe, hands ..of' King. Humbert, who

ILLNESS OF THE QUEEN. 

London, Dec. 13.— In tlio House of 
Commons to-day the Chancellor of tho 
Exchequer said there was no truth in 
the statement that the confidential com- 
munication from Germany, alludstl trO 
by Bourke in the House of Commons 
recently, was a proposal that England 
should assume a protectorate over Con- 
stantinople, etc. Ho declared tiie com- 
munication referred only to the execu- 
tion of the TrL'aty of Berlin. 

London, Dec. 14. — -In the House of 
Commons to-night Peny re opened tho 
debate on the Afghan war on the part 
of the Government, Sir William 'Ver- 
non Harcourt following and accusing 
the Government of forcing the quarrel 
on the Ainoer. ITc declared that tho 
acquisition of a scientific frontier would 
make Afghanistan another Bulgaria 
and a continuance of such policy would 
cause Russian influence to overshadow 
the earth. Sir John Holker replied 
I and the debate was continued by Capt. 
Cochrane, Mr. Goust and Randall Plun- 
kett in behalf of the Government. 
Thomas Burt, Radical, spoke and was 
particularly vehement in his opposition 
to war on account of the distress which 
prevailed in England. A notable fea- 
ture of the debate was the delivery of 
speeches by Mr. Ncwdegate and Gen. 
Sir Alexander Gordon, both Conserva- 
tives, denouncing the Govornineat po- 
licy. Sir Alexander declared Lord 
Beaconsficld responsible for that policy. 
During his speech he cro.sscd to tho 
Opposition benches to avoid interrup- 
tions from Conservative members. He 
was repeatedly cheered by the Opposi- 
tion. 

The iNIarquis of Huntington closed 
the debate. He said the very worst 
policy which was possible was that of 
partial or complete military occu- 
pations,whicli he wn.s afraid the goverii- 
mcut meant to carry out. No perma- 
nent occupation of any portion of Afghan- 
istan against the wi.slies of the inhab- 
itants ought to be sanctioned. It would 
only facilitate Russian intrigue which 
would be best encountered by wise ad- 
ministration, or if external means were 
necessary, by a direct explanation v, 'ith 
Russia. Ho thought, above all, that 
Lord Lytton should be recalled. He 
said in conclusion whatever diflbrencc 
of opinion there might be as to the 
justice of tho war, there is no difiierence 
on the subject of support to the gallant 
troops engaged in it by every means in 
our power. Sir Stafiord Northcoto 
made the closing speech. He declared 
the recall at such a crisis of a Viceroy 
who was carrying oat the Govern- 
ment's policy would be despicable. 
Lord Hartington, knowing it to be 
impossible, ought not to weaken the 
Viceroy's authority. He pointed to the 
loyalty which prevailed throughout 
India as a refutation of criticisms l.iy 
tho opposition. Ho ended by declaring 
tliak nothing could be more contrary to 
the feeling or intention of tho govern- 
ment's policy than annexation. They I 
felt bound to guard the interests and 
security of India. Whitbreads's motion 
censuring the Government for its j 
Afghan policy was rejected by a vote . 
of three hundred and twenty-eight to 
two hundred and twenty-seven. The 
Conservatives had anticipated a major- 
ity of one hundred and twenty. 

London, Dec. 13. — A Vienna corres- 
pondent of th(> Dailij Xews says it is 
reported from Odessa that winter cftmps 
for 25,000 men are rapidly forming 
near the Southern frontier.

I might as well attempt to gather up 
the foam oE the sea as to convey an 
idea of tho extraordinary language in 
which ho clothed his description. 
Therejwer^jat,;lea8t fivQ, words in every 
sentence -that 2 must 'have been very 
much astonished at the use they were 
put to, and yet no others, apparently, 
could so well have conveyed his idea. 
He talked like a race-horse, npproach- 
tho winning-post — every muscle in act- 
ion, and tho utmost energy of expres- 
sion iiung out into every burst. Vic- 
tor Hugo and his extraordinary novels 
came iLOxt under discussion, and Dis- 
raeli, who was lired by his own 
eloquence, started off cqyrojms des bottct 
with a long story of impalement he had 
seen in upper Egypt.>: It was as good 
and perhaps as authentic as the de- 
scription of the Chow-tow-tow in 
"Vivian Grey." Then followed the 
sufferer's history, with a score of mur- 
ders and barbarities heaped together, 
like Marsius's "Feast of Belshazzer," 
with a mixture of horror and splendour 
that was unparalleled in my experience 
of improvisation. No mystic priest of 
the Corybantes could have worked him- 
! self into a liner frenzy of language. 
Count d'Orsay kept up during tho 
whole conver.sation and narration a 
running fire of witty parentheses, half 
French and half linglish; and with 
champagne in all the pores, the hours 
flew on very dashingly. Ladjr Bless- 
ingtoii left us toward midnight; and 
then the conversation took a r.ather po- 
litical turn, and something was said of 
O'Coniiell. Disraeli's lips were 
playing- upon the edge of his 
champiagno glass, which" he had just 
drained, arid he "was ofl" again with a 
description of tho interview he had 
just had with the agitator the day be- 
fore, ending in a story of an Irish 
dragoon who was killed in the Penin- 
sula. His name was Sarsfield. His 
arm was shotiotTand he was bleeding 
to death." i When told he could not 
live he called for a large silver goblet, 
out of which he usually drank claret. 
He held it to the gushing artery and 
filled it to the brim with blood. Look- 
ing at it for a moment, he turned it 
slowly upon the ground, muttering to 
himself, "If that had been for Ireland 1" 
and expired. You can have no idea 
how thrillingly this story was told. 
Fonblanque, who is a cold, political 
satirist, saw nothing in the man's "de- 
canting his claret," and so Vivian Grey 
got into a passion and for a while was 
silent. 

Heautless Conduct of a QuAKEit. —

have been saved. Wolstenholme was 
cither a very hard-hearted fellow or a 
great coward. The .only excuse he had 
apparently for not rescuing the child 
was that he did not "wish to spoil his 
trowsers." 



A SuocKiNG Punishment. — - Elect- 
ricity has been added to > the;ducking 
tub, as a mode of punishmenV In tho 
Columbus, O., Penitentiaty. The pris- 
oner is first stripped of his clothing, 
then blind-folded and taken to the room 
where tho tub i.s. Tliero he is ordered 
to sit down iu water three inches deep, 
and one^pole of tho battery having been 
placed; in sYlie water, a sponge is attach- 
ed to the other. With this- sponge the 
body of the prisoner is touched rapidly 
in several places. Not knowing where 
he is to be touched, as his eyes are still 
blind-folded, his sufl'eriug becomes the 
greater. Tho pain sometimes produc- 
ed is said to be great, and causes the 
prisoner to shout in loud and piercing 
tones. "Unless ' d, careful physician is 
employed to direct the use of the elec- 
tricity, people aro led to question the 
wisdom and humanity of this innova- 
tion.
